Preamble. WW d the City of New Sarum in the County of Vils, is a City of conſiderable Trade in the 

Woollen Manufacture, and is very populous, wherein ſeveral Fairs, and the Aſſizes for the ſaid Coun- 

ty, are kept and held yearly, and through which the main Meſtern Road from the City of London to Exeter, 

Cornwall, and the Towns and Places adjacent, directly leads, which, together with the pleaſant Situation of 

the Place and the Country thereabout, occaſions great Numbers of Gentry and other — to reſort to, and 

reſide in the ſaid City: And whereas the Streets, Highways, Bridges, and Water-courſes, within the ſaid City, 

are ſo very much out of Repair that the Inhabitants thereof cannot, by the Laws now in Being (for the re-

venting Dangers that may happen from Popiſh Recuſants, by receiving the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper accord- 
ing to the Uſage of the Church of England, and making and ſublcribing the Declaration againſt Tranſubſtan-

HEREAS by an Act paſſed in the Parliament of Scotland the Thirtieth Day of June, in the Year Preanible. 
of our Lord One thouſand ſeven hundred and three, intituled, An Af? in Favours of the Burgh of 
Lanark, reciting that the Burgh of Lanark had been at a vaſt Expence, in building a Bridge over the River 
Cha, and that by Reaſon of the great Repair, and the violent Current of the Water, it would require fre- 
quent Reparations, which the Magiſtrates of the ſaid Burgh were unable to do, it was enacted, That for ena- 


bling the faid Magiſtrates to maintain the ſaid Bridge, the ſeveral Tolls therein mentioned ſhould be 


granted to the Magiſtrates of the faid Burgh for the Space of Nineteen Years : And whereas the ſaid Bridge 
hath been, and till is, of ſo great Uſe and Service to the neighbouring Country in general, that notwith- 


ſtanding the Term granted by the ſaid Act expired in the Year One thouſand ſeven hundred and twenty 


two, yet the ſaid Tolls have been voluntarily paid, till of late that ſome Perſons have refuſed to pay the fame : 
And whereas the annual Expence of keeping the faid Bridge in Repair exceeds the yearly Income of the Tolls 
granted by the ſaid Act, and the maintaining and keeping in Repair the ſaid Bridge will be attended with 
a conſtant Charge and Expence to the ſaid Town: And whereas the Magiſtrates of the ſaid Burgh of Lanark 
are unable to repair and ſupport the fame (their Debts being already fo large and the Circumſtances of the 
Community ſo low) unleſs the ſaid former Act be revived, and the Term and Tolls thereby granted conti-

|; or boy 24 in God Richard Lord Biſhop of L:tchfield and Coventry is the preſent Patron, which ſaid Pariſh Church is 
cher peand Fix- Two Miles diſtant from the Hamlet of Abthorpe and Foxcoate, in the ſaid County of Northampton, in 
88 which there is a Chapel of Eaſe, wherein the Vicar of Towcefter aforeſaid performs Divine Service once a 
Month, by reaſon of the great Diſtance from the ſaid Pariſh Church, the Inhabitants thereof (who are about 
Four hundred Souls) cannot in the Wintet Time attend the Hearing of Divine Service at the Pariſh 
Church of Towtefter : And whereas Thomas Nicoll, late Citizen and Upholder in London, did in and by his 
laſt Will and Teſtament in Writing bearing Date the Fifteenth Day of Auguſt, in the Year of our Lord One 
thouſand ſeven hundred and twenty ſix, charge and ſubject his Meſſuage, Farm, and Lands in Denſhanger, in 
the Pariſh of Paſſenbam, in the ſaid County of Northampton, with and for the Payment of the annual Sum 
of Thirteen pounds four ſhillings of lawful Money of Great. Britain, for ever, free and clear from all Taxes 
and Deductions whatſoever ; and his Will and Meaning was, that Two pounds ten ſhillings, Part of the faid 
Sum of Thirteen pounds four ſhillings ſhould be yearly and every Year laid out in Peny Loaves of Bread, 
which he ordered and directed to be diſtributed as follows; videlicet, Twelve of the ſaid Loaves, on every 
Friday Morning after Prayers, to Twelve ancient poor People of Abthorpe and Foxcoate aforeſaid, as long as 
Divine Service ſhould be uſed and continued in the ſaid Church on Wedneſdays, Fridays, and Holidays, and fo 
long as the Miniſter for the time being of the ſaid Town of Abthorpe and Foxcoate ſhould preach there every 
Sunday Morning, and read the Common Prayers appointed by Authority for that Purpoſe, and catechize the 
poor Children of the ſaid Town upon every Sunday in the Afternoon throughout the Year, and ſhould duly 
adminiſter the Holy Sacrament of the Lord's Supper in the Church, at leaſt Six Times in every Year, that is 
td ſay, The Three great Feſtivals of the Church, the Firſt Sunday in Lent, the Sixth Sunday after Trinity Sun- 
day, and Advent Sunday; and whenever Prayers ſhould be diſcontinued in the ſaid Pariſh on the ſeveral Days

the faid Pariſh of Towceſter, otherwiſe than the Vicar of Towceſter is intitled to the ſmall Tythes ariſing within 
the ſaid Hamlet of Abthorpe and Foxcoate : And whereas the Right Reverend Father in God Robert Lord Bi- 
ſhop of Peterborough, the ſaid Richard Lord Biſhop of Litchfield and Coventry, the Truſtees of the ſaid Jane 
Leeſon's Charity, and the Vicar, Churchwardens, and principal Inhabitants of the Town of Towcefter, are 
willing and deſirous, the ſaid Chapel of Abthorpe and Foxcoate may be made a Pariſh Church, and the Hamlet 
of Abthorpe and Foxcoate a ſeparate and diſtin& Pariſh from the reſt of the Pariſh of Towcefter, to the 
Intent that the charitable Donations ſo given for the Benefit of the Hamlet of A>thorpe and Foxcoate and 
the Inhabitants thereof may be preſerved and improved, and that the pious Intent of the Donors 
may not be defeated, &c. 


CAT. XXL 


An Act for the better regulating the Nightly Watch and Bedels within the City of London, and Liberties 
thereof; and for making more effectual the Laws now in Being, for Paving and Cleanſing the Streets and 
Sewers 1n and about the ſaid City. 


HEREAS the well ordering and regulating a Watch in the Night time within the ſeveral WardsPreamble, 


in the City of London is of very great Importance for the Preſervation of the Perſons and Properties 
of the Inhabitants thereof, and very neceſſary to prevent Fires, Murders, Burglaries, Robbcries, and other 
Oatrages and Diſorders: And whereas by the Laws now in Being no effectual Proviſion is made for the 
eſtabliſhing, ordering, or well governing of ſuch a Nightly Watch, or for levying and collecting any Sums 
of Money for defraying the neceſſary Charges thereof and of the Bedels who ſhall be appointed to take care 
of the ſame; fo the elletting of which good Purpoſes fo2 the future, and to the End that a due 
Application and juſt Account may be bad and taken of the Money which lhall hereafter be le⸗ 
vyed and colleften by Uirtue of this Act fo2 the Purpoſes afozeſaid, may it pleaſe Your 
moit Excellent Majeſty, at the humble Petition and Deſire of the Mayoz, Aldermen, and 
Commonalty of the City of London, in Common Council aſſembled, that it may be enaited, 
and be it enatted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Con-

HEREAS by an Act paſſed in the Ninth Year of the Reign of his late Majeſty King George 
the Firſt, intituled, 4 Act for repairing and widening the Road leading from the Black Bull Inn in 
Dunſtable in the County of Bedford, to the Way turning out of the ſaid Road up to Shafford Houſe in the 
County of Hertford, ſeveral Tolls were granted and made payable for the Term of One and twenty Years,

HERE As the well ordering and regulating the Nightly Watch and Bedels within the Liberty of Peamble. 


Saffron Hill, Hatton Garden, and Ely Rents, in the Pariſh of Saint Andrew Holborn, in the County 
of Middleſex, is of great Importance for the Preſervation of the Perſons and Properties of the Inhabitants 
thereof, and very neceſſary to prevent, as well the Miſchiefs which may happen from Fires, as Murders, 
Burglaries, Robberies, and other Outrages and Diſorders: And whereas by the Laws now in Being no 
effectual Proviſion is made for the eſtabliſhing, ordering, and well governing ſuch Nightly Watch and Bedels 
within the ſaid Diſtrict, for levying and collecting any Sums of Money for detraying the neceſſary Charges 
thereof, or for enforcing a due Application and juſt account of any Money ſo levied and collected for that 
Purpoſe ; fo Remedy of the afozeſaiv Jnconveniences, may it pleaſe Your moſt Ercellent 
Majeſty that it may be enatted, and be it enated by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, 
by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lozd's Spiritual and Tempozal, and Com-

An Act for making navigable the River Radon, from a little below a Mill called Barking Mil in the County 
of Eſſex, to Ilford Bridge in the ſaid County. 


HEREAS the River Rodon, running from Great 1/iford in the County of Eſſex to Barking in the 
ſame County, was till lately wholly unpaſſable for any Boats, Lighters, or other Veſſcls, fit to carry 
any Goods or Merchandizes from Great Uford to Barking aforeſaid : And whereas by one Indenture, 
bearing Date on or about the Twenty ſecond Day of May, One thouſand ſeven hundred and thirty fix, and 
made or mentioned to be made between ſeveral of the Land Owners on each Side of the ſaid River Roden 
and the Owners or Leſſees of the Mill thereupon at Barking aforeſaid of the one Part, and Foſeph Goodman 
of the Precinct of Saint Catharines near the Tower, in the County of Middleſex Eſquire, of the other Part, re- 
citing amongſt other Things, that the clearing and effeCting a Paſſage for flat-bottom Boats, Barges, and 
other ſmall Boats and Veſſels upon the ſaid River, from Barking aforeſaid to Great Iiiford aforeſaid, would 
be very beneficial to Great Ilford aforeſaid, and to ſuch Part of the ſaid County of Eſſex as was near or ad- 
Jacent thereunto, and would be very convenient for the Carriage of Corn, Coals, and other Goods and Mer-

An Act to diſable Alexander Wilſon Eſquire, from taking, holding, or enjo' ing any Office or Place of 
Magiſtracy, in the City of Edinburgh, or elſewhere in Great Britain; and for impoſing a Fine upon the 
Corporation of the ſaid City. | 


HEREAS upon Tueſday the Seventh Day of September, in the Year of our Lord One thouſand Preamble, 
ſeven hundred and thirty fix, there was a moſt ſeditious and outrageous Riot in the City of Edin- 
burgh, im that Part of Great Britain called Scotland, notoriouſly concerted and carried on by great Numbers 
of wicked, diſorderly, and blood-thirſty Perſons, who did with open Force and Violence ſeize the Arms of 
the City Guard, poſſeſs themſelves of the City Gates, and by ſetting fire to and breaking open the Door of 
the Talbooth of the faid City did unlawfully and audaciouſly reſcue — ſet at large ſeveral Criminals therein con- 
fined : And whereas Captain Jobn Porteous, then a Priſoner there under Sentence of Death, but graciouſly re- 
ieved by the Queen's moſt Excellent Majeſty, as Guardian of the Realm, was by the ſaid Rioters in a cruel 
anner dragged from the ſaid Priſon, and moſt barbarouſly hanged by the Neck, and murdered, in mani- 


feſt Violation of the Publick Peace, in Defiance and Subverſion of legal Government, in High Contempt of 


our Sovereign Lord the King and his Laws, and to the moſt preſumptuous and unparallelled Obſtruction of 

the Royal Mercy: And whereas for ſome time before the committing of the ſaid Murther and Riot it was 
commonly reported in the ſaid City of Edinburgh, that ſome ſuch atrocious Fact would be attempted, 

which by proper Care in the Magiſtrates, Citizens, and Inhabitants of the faid City might have been pre- 

vented ; notwithſtanding which, Alexander Wilſon Kiquire, then and now Provoſt of the ſaid City, and then

Welwyn, and from thence to Cory's Mill, and from Welwyn, through Codicot, to Hitchen, in the ſaid Coum - 
ty ; and for enlarging the Term granted by an Att paſſed in the Sixth Year of the Reign of His preſent Majeſty, 
For repairing the Roads from Stevenage, in the faid County, to Bigglefiwade in the County of Bedford; teve- 
ral Tolls and Duties were granted and made payable for repairing and widening the firſt mentioned Roads, 
applicable in ſuch Manner and Proportions, and ſubject to ſuch Reſtrictions _ Directions, as in the ſaid

George, intituled, An AF to enable the Pariſhioners of the Pariſh of Saint Mary Rotherhith, in the citing the AR 
County of Surrey, by certain Funeral Rates therein mentioned, to finiſh the ſaid Pariſh Church, the ſeveral Rares 3 — I. not 
and Duties therein ſpecified were granted for diſcharging ſuch Debts of the ſaid Pariſh as had been contracted FOE: 
in and about the rebuilding and enlarging the ſaid Church, and to ſatisfy ſuch other Sums of Money as ſhould 
be neceſſary for finiſhing and adorning the faid Church, not exceeding the Sum of Fifteen hundred Pounds 
in the whole, to be advanced and lent upon the Credit of the ſaid Act, and for which one or more Annuity 
or Annuities might be granted for One or more Life or Lives, not exceeding the Rate of Ten Pounds per 
Annum for every One Hundred Pounds, and ſo in Proportion for any greater or leſſer Sum; ſuch Annuity or 
Annuities not to exceed the Sum of One hundred and fifty Pounds per Amum, and to be paid in Manner and 
Form as by the ſaid Act is appointed: And whereas only the Sum of Twelve hundred Pounds was found 
ſufficient to anſwer the Purpoſes for which the ſaid Rates and Duties were granted by the faid Act, therefore 
no more than that Sum was raiſed for thoſe Purpoſes, and the ſame was fo raiſed by granting Annuities for 
Lives, to the Amount only of One hundred and Eight Pounds per Aumum, chargeable upon and payable out 
of the ſaid Rates and Duties granted by the ſaid Act, according to the Powers thereby given in that Behalf, 
and the ſaid Sum of Twelve hundred Pounds has been duly applied for ſuch the Purpoſes accordingly : And

impowered to put the ſaid Act in Execution have at the Deſire of the ſaid Pariſhioners applied about the 
Sum of Five hundred Pounds of ſuch Surplus Monies in the Repairs of the ſaid Church, and other neceſſary 
Charges and Expences in and about the ſame, in Eaſe and Diminution of the annual Rates, which otherwiſe 
muſt have been raiſed upon the ſaid Pariſhioners for thoſe Purpoſes : And whereas the faid Pariſhioners have 
been daily increaſing ſince the ſaid Act was obtained, and now are fo greatly increaſed, that they will be oblig- 
ed to purchaſe a Piece of Ground for an additional Burial Ground for the faid Pariſh, their preſent Church 
Yard not being ſufficient for the Interment of their Dcad, nor is their ſaid Church yet large enough to con- 
tain the great Number of the Inhabitants reſorting thereto for the Performance of Divine Worſhip, and the 
Steeple of the ſaid Church is fo very old and ruinous, that it will in a few Years require to be taken down

HERE AS Jobn Marſhall Gentleman, deceaſed, did by his laſt Will and Teſtament (bearing Date Preamble. 
the Twenty firſt Day of Auguſt, One thouſand ſix hundred and twenty ſeven) deviſe divers Lands, 
enements, and Hereditaments, in the faid Will mentioned, to Truſtees therein named, their Heirs and 
Aſſigns, upon Truſt, that they (amongſt other Bequeſts) ſhould thereout raiſe Seven hundred Pounds, and 
therewith build a new Church, and purchaſe a convenient Church Yard ; and directed, That the Charges of 
procuring an Act of Parliament, or the Royal Licence, or what elſe neceſſary for the better effecting there- 
of, ſhould be defrayed out of the Rents, Iſſues, and Profits of the ſaid Lands; and that his ſaid Truſtees, 
and their Heirs, ſhould after Conſecration thereof provide a Miniſter, to be placed in the ſaid Church from 
time to time; and that they, their Heirs and Aſſigns, ſhould yearly and every Year pay unto ſuch Miniſter 
the Sum of Forty Pounds out of the Rents, Iſſues, and Profits of the ſaid Lands; and that the reſt of the

IT An AF for Relief of Inſolvent Debtors, reciting, That whereas ſeveral Perſons who were Priſor ers for 
cap. ab. Debt, choſe rather to continue in Priſon, and ſpend their Subſtance there, than dico er and deliver up to

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their Creditors their Eſtate and Effects in order to the Satisfaction of their juſt Debts, it was enacted, That it 
ſhould and might be law / ful to and for any One or more of the Creditors of any Priſoner committed fince the 
Firſt Day of January, in the Year of our Lord One thouſand feven hundred and thirty, at whoſe Suit he or 

ſhe was detained in Priſon upon the Firſt Day of January, One thouſand ſeven hundred and thirty ſix, upon 

Thirty Days Notice in Writing to be given to ſuch Pritoner and the Perſon in whoſe Cuſtody he or ſhe was, 

to require the Sheriff or Sheritts, Gaoler or G-olers, or Keeper of the Priſon wherein ſuch Priſoner was de-

in Writing unto John Garth yy then and now Warden of the ſaid Priſon of the Fleet, requiring him to 

bring the ſaid Priſoner Hugh Naiſb before the Juſtices at the then next General or Quarter Seſſions of the

HEREAS by an Act of Parliament made in the Sixteenth and Seventeenth Years of the Reign of preamble re- 
his Majeſty King Charles the Second, intituled, An Ae? for draining of the Fen called Deeping Fen, citing the bet 
and other Fens therein mentioned, Edward then Earl of Mancheſter, and other Honourable Perſons therein — 5 
named, their Heirs, and Aſſigns, and the Survivors of them, were declared Undertakers for the draining 
the ſaid Fens, in Truſt to and for ſuch Perſon and Perſons, and to ſuch Intents and Purpoſcs as are therein 
mentioned; which ſaid Fens are deſcribed by the ſaid Act to be in Holland and Reſteven in the County of 
Licclu, and called or known by the Names of Deeping Fen, Pinchbeck, and Spalding South Fen, Thurlby Fen,

" Ma MI Pom gracious Sovereign: Whereas in the Book of Rates annexed to the Act of Tonnage and 

b Poundage, made in the Twelfth Year of the Reign of King Charles the Second, a particular Rate

An Act to rectify a Miſtake in an Act made in the Sixth Year of the Reign of his late Majeſty King 
George, for preventing Frauds and Abuſes in the publick Revenues of Exciſe, Cuſtoms, Stamp Duties, 
Poſt-office, and Houle-money, relating to the Condition of Bonds taken from Mailers of Ships; and 
to indemnify Perſons who have acted under the faid Miſtake ; and alſo to obviate a Doubt which has 
ariſen upon an Act made in the Seventh Year of his ſaid late Myeſty's Reign, for the further 
preventing His Majeſty's Subjects from trading to the Eaſt Indies under foreign Commiſtions ; 
and for encouraging and further ſecuring the lawful Trade thereto, with regard to Proſecutions 
in Ireland in a ſummary Way, for the fraudulent Importation of Eaſt India Goods into that

Treble Coſts, 


HERFAS in the Record of an Act paſſed in the Sixth Year of the Reign of King George the Preamble, re- 
Firſt, intituled, An Ad for preventing. Frauds and Abuſes in the publick Revenues of Exciſe, Cuſtoms, citing the Act 


Stamp Duties, Poſt-office, and Houſe-money, is a Clauſe which recites, that whereas divers Ships and Veſſels of 
the Burthen of Fifty Tons, or under, laden with Tobacco, Brandy, Spirits, and other cuſtomable or pro- 
hibited Goods, pretending to be bound for foreign Parts, do frequently lie hovering on the Coaſt of Ire- 
land, with Intention to run the ſame privately on Shore, as Opportunity offers, to the great Diminution of 
His Majeſty's Revenue, and Ruin of fair Traders; and Ships or Veſſels of the Burthen of Fifty Tons, 
or under, do frequently lie hovering on that Coaſt to take in Wooll not lawtully licenſed, to be brought 
into England, and other Staple Commodities of Ireland prohibited to be exported ; For the better pre- 
venting whereof it was declared and enacted by the ſaid Act, that from and after the Firſt Day of 
Auguſt One thouſand ſeven hundred and twenty, where any Ship or Veſſel of the Burthen of Fifty Jons, 
or under, laden with cuſtomable or prohibited Goods, ſhould be found at Anchor, or hovering on the 
Coaſts of Ireland, within Two Leagues of the Shore, and not proceeding on her Voyage, Wind and Wea- 
ther permiting, it ſhould and might be lawful to and for any Officer or Officers of His Majeſty's Cuſtoms 
of that Kingdom, to go on board every ſuch Ship or Veſſel, and to take an Account of the Lading, and 
to demand and take Security from the Maſter, or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Com- 
mand of ſuch Ship or Veſſel in that Voyage, by his own Bond, by him to be entered into, unto His 
Majeſty, His Heirs, and Succeſſors, in ſuch Sum or Sums of Moncy as ſhould be treble the Value ot ſuch 
Goods then on Board; with Condition that ſuch Ship or Veſlel, as ſoon as Wind and Weather, and the 
State and Condition of ſuch Ship or Veſſel did permit, ſhould and would proceed regularly on ſuch Voyage, 
and ſhould not land ſuch Goods (except Wooll lawfully licenſed as aforeſaid) in and at ſome foreign Port or 
Ports; and if ſuch Maſter or other Perſon having or taking the Charge or Command of ſuch Ship or Veſſel 
ſhould upon ſuch Demand refuſe to enter into ſuch Bond, or having entered into ſuch Bond, ſhould not de- 
art or proceed regularly on ſuch Voyage as ſoon as Wind and Weather and the State and Condition of 
ſuch Ship or Veſſel ſhould permit, unleſs otherwiſe ſuffered to make a longer Stay by the Collector, or other 
principal Officer in his Abſence, of ſuch Port where ſuch Ship or Veſſel ſhould be, not exceeding Twenty 
Days; then and in either of the ſaid Caſes all the Goods fo on board fuch Ship or Veſſel ſhould and might by 
any Oifcer or Officers of the Cuſtoms, by Direction of the Collector or other principal Officer as aforeſaid, 
be taken out of and from ſuch Ship or Veſſel, and forthwith brought on ſhore and ſecured, and in caſe the 
ſaid Goods were cuſtomable, the Cuſtoms and other Duties ſhould be paid for the ſame ; and as concerning,

Preamble. HEREAS the Medicinal and Mineral Waters of the City of Bath in the County of Somerſet have 
been found by long Experience, to give great Relief to Perſons labouring under, or being afflicted 

with divers Diſeaſes, Illneſſes, or Diſorders incident to human Bodies; but it very often happens, that r 
Perſons ſo afflicted live at a great Diſtance from the ſaid City of Bath, and cannot bear the K. * 
ing thither, and attending to uſe the ſaid Waters, by rea'on whereof great Numbers of ſuch poor Perſons 
have been prevented from uſing and trying ſuch Waters for their Benefit and Relief: And whereas His moſt 
Excellent Majeſty hath out of His Royal Bounty, and divers other charitable and well-difpoſed Perſons have 
contributed and raiſed by free Gift the Sum of Four thouſand Pounds, and upwards, in order to ere&t an 
Hoſpital or Infirmary in the ſaid City of Bath, for the Relief and Support of ſuch indigent and poor Per-

Preamble. HERE As the Trade of His Majeſty's Subjects in Anerica hath for many Years been greatly 
annoyed by the Spaniards, their undoubted Right to navigate in thoſe Seas, without any Mo- 

leſtation, hath been unjuſtly interrupted, on Pretences altogether groundleſs and unwarrantable, divers Ships 

and Veſſels belonging to Brit; Subjects have been ſeized and confiſcated, the Sailors have been injuriouſly 
impriſoned, and barbarouſly treated, and the Britiſb Colours have been inſulted in the moſt ignominious Man- 

ner. And whereas His Majeſty hath been obliged to declare War againſt the King of Spain, his Vaſſals, 

and Subjects, to revenge the Injuries, and obtain ample Satisfaction tor the Wrongs done to His Subjects:

Proviſion made by the Laws and Statutes of this Realm now in Force are not ſufficient for the effectual re- 
pairing and amending the Road aforeſaid, neither are the Inhabitants of the ſeveral Pariſhes and Townſhips, 
through which the ſaid Road leads, of Ability to amend the ſame, in regard proper Materials for repairing 
the ſaid Road, lie very deep, or at a great Diſtance from the ſame, c.

ted Undertakers of the ſaid Navigation, with Power to make the faid River navigable at their owü 
E from Holmſtile aforeſaid, up-the faid River above Holmſtile to the utmoſt Extent of Tinſley Weſtward,

An Act for making a Chapel lately built by Robert Downes, Goldſmith, and others, in the Town of Sheffield, 
in the County of York, a perpetual Cure and Benefice; and for making a Proviſion for the Maintenance 
of the Curate or Miniiter of the faid Chapel, purſuant to an Agreement for that Purpoſe. 


HEREAS the Town of Sheffield, in the County of York, is of great Extent and very populous, 
and hath only one Pariſh Church therein, which, although it is a large and ſpacious Building, can- 
not contain one Half of the People of the ſaid Town for the commodious attending and hearing Divine Ser- 
vice: And whereas, by an Inſtrument under the Hand and Archiepiſcopal Scal of the moſt Reverend Father 
in God, William, late Lord Archbiſhop of York, bearing Date the Second Day of October, One thouſand 
ſeven hundred and nineteen, reciting, That he had received a Petition under the Hands of divers of the Pa- 
riſhioners and Inhabitants of the ſaid Town and Pariſh of Sheffield on Bchalf of themſelves and many Thou- 
ſands more of the ſaid Town and Pariſh, fetting forth (amongſt other Things) That they had propoſcd to 
erect or build a fit and convenient Place or Building within the ſaid Town of Sheffield, to be am ae and 
ſet apart for the publick Worſhip of Almighty God according to the Laws Eccleſiaſtical of this Realm, and 
had been encouraged thereto by the bountiful Charity of Robert Downes of Sheffield aforeſaid, Goldimith, 
who out of his pious Zeal for promoting and carrying on the ſaid good and charitable Work had ſub- 
ſcribed and ſ-cured the Sum of One thouland Pounds, to be paid towards building and erecting of ſuch Struc- 
ture or Building, to be conſecrated and ſet apart for the Uſes aforeſaid ; and had likewiſc ſettled to the Value 
of Thirty Pounds a Year, or thereabouts, for the perpetual Uſe of a Miniſter or Preacher, to be elected and 
nominated by him the ſaid Robert Downes, his Heirs, and Aſſigns; and praying the ſaid Archbiſhop to 
grant his Licence and Authority for the Purpoſes therein expreſſed ; the ſaid William Lord Archbiſhop of 
York did grant to divers Perſons therein named, his full Power, Licence, and Authority, to erect and build, 
or cauſe to be erected and built, a decent and commodious Structure or Building upon a certain Cloſe or Par- 
cel of Ground within the faid Town of Sheffield, commonly called or known by the Name of Shaw Cloſe, 
alias Oxley Croft, then lately purchaſed for that Purpoſe by the ſaid Robert Downes, to be ſet apart and con- 
ſecrated for the publick Worſhip and Service of Almighty God, and for celcbrating Divine Service therein 
according to the Form preſcribed in and by the Liturgy of the Church of England : And whereas, purſuant 
to ſuch Licence and Authority a handſome and ſtately Structure hath at the Coſts of the ſaid Robert Downes, 
and by the pious and charitable Contributions of divers other Perſons, been built or erected on the ſaid Cloſe 
or Parcel of Ground, and convenient Pews have been therein erected and ſet up, for the more commodious 
attending Divine Service to be celebrated therein; and the fame Building hath been conveyed by the ſaid Robert 
D»wnes to the Uſe of his Nephew Foſeph Downes Clerk, and his Heirs, in Truſt, to be uſed as a Chapel of Eaſe 
to the ſaid Pariſh Church of Sheffield, ſo as the Nomination of the Curate of ſuch Chapel ſhould be ſecured 
to the ſaid Robert Downes and his Heirs : And whereas by Articles of Agreement Quadrupartite, bearing Date 
the Sixth Day of October, One thouſand ſeven hundred and thirty nine, and made or mentioned to be made 
between the ſaid Robert Downes of the Firſt Part, Andrew Wilkinſon of Borough Bridge in the ſaid County of 
York, Eſquire, on the Behalf of himſelf and Barbara his Wife and of Bethia Feſſop Spinſter, and of Mary 
Feſſop Spinſter, and of Philip Gell Eſquire, Son and Heir of 1/abella Gell, late the Wife of Fobn Gell of Hop- 
ton in the County of Derby, Eſquire, deceaſed, which ſaid Barbara Wilkinſon, Iſabella Gell in her Life-time, 
Bethia Jeſſop, and Mary Feſſop, were Daughters and Coheirs of William Feſſep, late of Broomball in the Pariſh 
of Sheffizld in the ſaid County of York, Eſquire, deceaſed, who was Patron of the Vicarage of the Pariſh 
Church of Sheffield aforeſaid, on the Second Part, and Fohn Daſſie Clerk, Vicar of the Vicarage and Pariſh 
Church of Sheſſield aforeſaid, on the Third Part, and the faid Foſeph Downes, on the Fourth Part; reciting 
to the Effect herein before recited; and that through certain Controverſies that had ariſen between the ſaid 
Robert Downes, William Jeſſop, and Fobn Doffie, in the Life-time of the faid William Feſſop, and ſince his De- 
ceaſe, between the ſaid Robert Downes and Andrew Wilkinſon, and the Coheirs of the ſaid William Feſſop, who 
were then Patrons of the faid Vicarage, and the ſaid Fohn Daſſie, touching the Nomination of the Miniſter 
or Curate to officiate and perform Divine Service in the ſaid Fabrick, the Conſecration thereof had been to 
that Time deferred; it is witneſſed in and by the ſaid Articles, That for putting an End to the ſaid Contro- 
verſies, and to the Intent that the ſaid Fabrick might in all future Times be employed and uſed for the pious 
and charitable Purpoſes, for which the ſame was erected and built; and for the ſettling and determining the 
Right of Nomination of a Miniſter or Curate to officiate in the faid Building or. Chapel, and providing and 
eſtabliſhing a competent Maintenance for the Miniſter or Curate of the ſaid Chapel, and his Succeſſors; and 
alſo ſome Recompence to the ſaid Robert Downes for his Claim of Right to nominate a Curate or Miniſter

ren wee HEREAS by an Act of Parliament, made and paſſed in the Seventh Year of the Reign of Her late 
> Majeſty Queen Anne, intituled, An Act for preſerving and inlarging the Harbour of Whitehaven in the 


zot printed. County of Cumberland, certain Rates and Duties upon Coals, and other Goods and Merchandize, and upon 
Shipping, in the ſaid Act particularly mentioned, were charged, and granted to commence and take Effect 
from and after the Twenty fifth Day of March, One thouſand ſeven hundred and nine, and to continue 
for the Term of Fourteen Years then next enſuing, and directed to be applied for making certain 
Moles, and other Works, for preſerving and inlarging the ſaid Harbour, = for deepening the ſame, 
and for other Purpoſes in the faid Act mentioned : And it was thereby enacted, That from and after 
the Expiration of the aforeſaid Term of Fourteen Years, One third Part of the Rates and Duties thereby 
charged upon the 2 of Ships and Veſſels, and no more, ſhould for ever continue, and be paid for the 
perpetual repairing, cleanſing, and maintaining the ſaid Harbour: And whereas by another Act of Parliament, 
made and paſſed in the Tenth Year of the Reign of Her ſaid late Majeſty Queen Anne, all the Rates and Du-

neral Quarter Seſſions for the ſaid County of Cumberland ſhall adjudge, that the Works of the faid Harbour 
were ſufficiently repaired and ſecured, the temporary Duties thereby granted ſhould ceaſe and determine, and

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And whereas in purſuance and by virtue of the ſaid Two former Acts the ſaid Harbour of Whitehaven hath been 


conſiderably deepened and improved, and ſeveral ſtrong and ſubſtantial Moles and Bulwarks have at great 
Expence been made and erected, whereby Ships in the ſaid Harbour (which formerly lay expoſed, and liable to 
be driven out and caſt away upon the Rocks and Shoals on that Coaſt) can now lie in Safety, and are ſecure 
from the Violence of the Sea, whereby the Shipping, Trade, and Navigation within the Port and Town of 
Whitehaven have been conſiderably increaſed and improved: And whereas the Sum of Two hundred and 
twenty Pounds, borrowed and taken up in purſuance and upon the Credit of the ſaid former Acts, and alſo 
the Sum of Seven hundred and eighteen Pounds ſeventeen Shillings and ſeven Pence three Farthings, for 
Work done and performed in and about the ſaid Harbour, do remain due and unſatisfied, notwithſtanding 
the Duties raiſed by the ſaid Acts have been ſtrictly applied to the Uſes of the faid Harbour, and to 

y off the Debts incurred for the Service thereof : And whereas, in Caſe the Moles, Bulwarks, and 
Works of the faid Harbour were enlarged and extended to Low-water Mark, fuch Depth of Water may 
be obtained, that the largeſt Ships of the ſaid Port of V bitebaven might fail in and out of the* Harbour 
at Neap Tides, and other Ships frequenting thoſe Seas might fail in at Half Flood, which might tend not 
only to the Preſervation of the Lives of many of His Majeſty's Subjects, but alſo to the Improvement and 
Increaſe of the Trade and Navigation of the ſaid Town and Port of Whitehaven : But it hath been found by 
Experience, that the perpetual Duties granted and continued by the Two former Acts, and which took Place 
at Zady-day, One thouſand ſeven hundred and thirty ſeven, (when the temporary Duties granted by thoſe 
Acts determined) are not ſufficient to keep the ſaid Harbour of a proper Depth, and the Moles and 
Bulwarks belonging to the ſame in neceſſary Repair, and to diſcharge the ſaid Debt due as aforeſaid ;

3 4 2 HERE AS by an Act of Parliament made in the Firſt Year of the Reign of King Henry the Eighth, 
. intituled, An Act concerning the Bridge of Stanes, the Chancellor of England for the time being, 


or the Keeper of the King's Great Seal, and their Succeſſors, were authorized and impowered to depute 
and aſſign two, three, or tour Perſons of the Town and Pariſh of Sfanes, to take and receive Toll and 
Cuſtom, as before that Time had been uſed to be paid, as well for Carts and Horſes laden with Mer- 
chandize and other Stuff carried over and upon the fame Bridge, as of Barges coming underneath the 
tame Bridge, and to employ the ſaid Tolls for repairing and making the faid Bridge, and alſo the 
Cauſeway extending from the ſaid Town of Stanes to the Town of Egham in the County of Surrey, and to 
render a yearly Account thercof to the faid Chancellor or Keeper for the time being, or before ſuch Perſons 
30 Fliz. as either of them ſhould depute and aſſign: And whereas by another Act made in the Thirty ninth Year

Seal had Power to inflict a Penalty upon them, or any of them, in whom ſuch Default ſhould be found

{aid Bridge and Cauſeway ; by reaſon whereof the ſaid Bridge, or great Part thereof, hath been for ſome time 
palt and now is in a ruinous and dangerous Condition, and the ſaid Cauſeway is fallen to tuch Decay, that un- 
leſs 
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leſs ſpeedily repaired, it will be in great Danger of being broken through by high Floods in the River Thames, 
whereby not only a great Tract of many thouſand Acres of Land will be liable to be overflowed, and ſeveral 
Towns and Villages greatly damnified, but alſo the Courſe and Navigation of the River Thames may be 
obſtructed and diverted, and the Road from Stanes to Egham aforeſaid, being Part of the great Weſtern 
Road, rendered impaſſable : And whereas the Bridge-maſters, or Perſons deputed by the Chancellor or 
Lord. Keeper of the Great Scal as aforeſaid, in order to provide Money for the Repair of the ſaid 
Bridge and Cauſeway, have trequently kept 7 a Ferry there at an exorbitant Rate, to convey 
Paſſengers over the River Thames, to the great Inconvenience and Oppreſſion of all Perſons travelling 
that Way, Sc. | 


CAP. XXVI. 
An Act to revive, explain, and amend an Act made in the Sixteenth and Seventeenth Years of the Reign of 


his late Majeſty King Charles the Second, intituled, An Al for making the River of Medway navigable, in 
the Counties of Kent and Suſſex, 


HERE AS an Act of Parliament was made in the Sixteenth and Seventeenth Years of the Reign [ AR 


of his late Majeſty King Charles the Second, intituled, An AF for making the River of Medway 16& 17Car. Il. 


navigable, in the Counties of Kent and Suſſex; whereby, after reciting, that making the River Medway, 79 fried. 


and all other Rivers, Streams, and Water-courſes falling thereinto, in the Counties of Kent and Suſſex, 
navigable, had been upon View found to be feaſable, and would be of great Uſe for the better and more 
ealy and ſpeedy Portage of Iron Ordnance, Balls, Timber, and other Materials, in Places adjacent, 
made, forged, and provided for His Majeſty's Service, at all Times, and more eſpecially at ſuch Times 
and Seafons in the Year as the fame could not otherwiſe be brought out of thoſe Parts; and would be 
advantageous to the Inhabitants, and all others concerned, as well for Carriage of the Commodities 
aforeſaid, as of Wood, Corn, and Grain, Hay, Hops, Wooll, Leather, and all other Proviſions, growing 
and accruing from thence; as alſo of Coals, Lime, Stone Warcs, and all other Neceſſaries and Commodities 
to be carried thither, whereby Commerce and Trade would be much increaſed, and the publick Weal ad- 
vanced : It was th.retore enacted, That it ſhould and might be lawful for certain Perſons therein named, to 
make the ſaid River, and Streams running thereinto, navigable, in ſuch Manner as by the ſaid Act is li- 
mited and directed; and Commiſſioners were alſo therein appointed, with Power to adjudge and de- 
termine proper Satisfaction to all Perſon and Perſons, Bodies Politick and Corporate, for any Loſs or 
Damage to be by them ſuſtained, by cutting, digging, or otherwiſe damnifying their Lands and Tene- 
ments, in making the faid River and Streams navigable, with a Power to appoint new Commiſſioners 
in the Stead of thoſe dying or refuſing to act: And whereas the Powers by the ſaid Act created, were 
never yet carried into Execution; and the ſeveral Perſons authorized thereby to make the ſaid River and 
Streams navigable, and the ſeveral Commiſſioners therein named and appointed, are all ſince dead, without 
any proper Succeſſors appointed in their Stead in Manner as by the faid Act is directed: And whereas the 
making the ſaid River and Streams navigable at this Time is likely to be of great Utility to the Publick, by 
reaſon that great Quantities of Timber growing on the Wolds of Rent and Suſſex, through which the ſaid River 
and Streams run, and which 1s allowed to be the beſt in this Kingdom for the Uſe of His Majeſty's Navy, 
cannot be conveyed to any Market, but at a very large Expence, by reaſon of the badnels of the Roads in 
thoſe Parts: And whereas divers Perſons herein after named, and many others, are deſirous to become Under- 
takers for making the ſaid River of Medway and Streams navigable, and have agreed to raiſe amongſt them- 


iclves a Sum of Money ſufficient for that Purpoſe ; map it pleaſe Pour moſt Excellent Majeſty 
that it may be enatted; and be it enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with 
the Advice and Content of the Lozds Spiritual and Tempozal, and Commons, in this 
preſent Parliament afſembled, and by the Authozity of the ſame, That the ſaid herein 
vefoze in part recited Act, and all the Matters and Things therein contained, ſhall be 
and are herein and hereby enatted, declared, and appointed to be and continue in full

An Act to impower Joſeph Porter, Fames Bourdieu, and Abraham Deſmarette, to import a certain Quantity 
of Raw Silk of the Growth of Spain from Leghorn, 


HEREAS by an Act made and paſſed in the Thirteenth Year of the Reign of His preſent Preamble, re. 
Majeſty, intituled, An A for prohibiting Commerce with Spain; it was, amongſt other Things, citing the Act 

enacted, Ihat from and after the Firſt Day of June, One thouſand ſeven hundred and forty, no KA ” ; 
Wines or Fruit of any Sort, nor Wooll, Iron, Drugs, or Grocery Wares, Skins, or any other Goods or 
Commodities whatſoever of the Growth, Product, or Manufacture of any of the Kingdoms, Dominions, 
Illands, or Territories of the King of Spain, commonly called O/d Spain, lying or being in Europe, or 
of the Iſlands commonly called The Canary [fands, belonging to the faid King of Spain (except ſuch 
Goods as ſhould be bone fide taken and condemned as lawful Prize in any Court of Admiralty, or ordered 
by any ſuch Court before Condemnation to be fold as periſhable, wherein the ſaid Court is thereby 
directed to procecd in the fame Manner as at any Time before the making the faid Act) ſhould, 
during the preſent War with Spain, be imported in any Ship or Veſſel whatloever, into any Haven, 
Port, Creek, or other Place whatſoever in the Kingdoms of Great Britain or Ireland, or Iſles of Fer/ey, 
Guernſey, Alderney, Sark, Ille of Man, or Minorca, or the Town or Port of Gibraltar, from any Port or 
Place whatſoever, either mixcd or unmixed with any Commodities of the Growth or Product of any 
other Nation, Place, or Country whatſoever, under the Penalty of the Forteiture of all ſuch Goods 
and Commoditics, and treble the Value thereof, and of the Ship or Veſſel in which they ſhould be im- 
ported, with all her Guns, Tackle, Furniture, Ammunition, and Apparel, to be proſecuted and divided 
in the Manner therein after mentioned: And whereas Fo/ſeph Porter, James Bourdieu, and Abraham 
D-/marette, of London, Merchants, had before the late Declaration of War with Spain bought and 
paid for ſeveral Parcels of Raw Silk of the Growth of Od Spain, being of the Weight of Twelve 
thoaſand five hundred Spaniſh Pounds, and of the Value of Five thouſand ſix hundred Pounds Ster- 
ling and upwards, with the Intent that the fame ſhould be imported into, and manufactured in this 
King lom; and the ſaid Silks being one of the ſeveral Species of Commodities that before the fad Declara- 
tion of War were prohibited by the Court of Spain, to be exported into any other Country, and conſe- 
quently liable to be ſcized and confiſcated to the Uſe of the King of Spain, the fame, or the greateſt Part 
racrcof, was with great Hazard and Difficulty conveyed from Spain to Marſeilles, and from thence to the Port 
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of Legborn, where the ſame now remains, and could not be imported into this Kingdom within the Time 
limited in the faid Act: And whereas the Importation of the ſaid Silk will be of great Advantage to the 
Manufacturers here, who are now in want of that Commodity, c. ;

An Act for making the Chapelry of Nether Knutsford, in the Pariſh of Reſthern, and County of Cheſter, a 
ſeparate and diſtinct Parith and for erecting a Pariſh Church therein, endowing the fame, ſettling the 
Right of Preſentation thereto, and other Purpoſes. | 


HERE As the Pariſh of Roſthern, in the County of Cbeſter, is of large Extent, and very popu- 

lous, and compriſes or conſiſts of ſeveral Townſhips or Hamlets, many of which lie at a conſidera- 
ble Diſtance from the Pariſh Church: And whereas there is an ancient Parochial Chapel, ſituate in the Town- 
ſhip of Nether Knutsford, within the Pariſh of Rofthern aforeſaid, the Miniſter or Curate whereof has the 
Cure of Souls within the ſeveral Townſhips or Hamlets of Nether Knutsford, Over Knutsford, Ollerton, Toft, 
and Bexton, in the ſaid Pariſh of Roſt bern: And whereas the Dean and Chapter of the Cathedral Church of 
Chriſt, in Oxford, of the Foundation of King Henry the Eighth, are Appropriators of the ReCtory of Rat- 
hern aforeſaid, and are intitled to all the Glebe Lands and Tithes lying, growing, ariſing, or renewing with- 
in the ſaid Pariſhz and George Venables Vernon, Eſquire, is Patron of the Vicarage ; and Robert Frodſbam, 
Clerk, is Vicar of the Pariſh Church of Roſthern — ; and James Robinſon, Clerk, is the preſent Mi- 
niſter or Curate of the ſaid Parochial Chapel of Nether Knutsford : And whereas the Right of Nomination 
of a Miniſter or Curate to the ſaid Parochial Chapel is claimed, as well by the Vicar of the faid Pariſh of 
Roſthern, as by the principal Inhabitants of the ſeveral Townſhips or Hamlets of Nether Knutsford, Over 
Knutsford, Ollerton, Toft, and Bexton aforeſaid, who have uſually contributed towards the Maintenance and 
Support of ſuch Miniſter or Curate for the time being, the Predeceſſors of the faid James Robinſon being 
intitled to no certain Maintenance or Proviſion, except the yearly Stipend of Five Pounds, fix Shillings, and 
eight Pence, paid by the Vicar of the Pariſh Church of Reſtbern aforeſaid, to the Miniſter or Curate of the 
ſaid Parochial Chapel for the time being: And whereas ſince the ſaid James Robinſon became Miniſter or Cu- 
rate of the ſaid Chapel, a Meſſuage or Dwelling-houſe, with convenient Out-houſes, Offices, and Gardens 
thereto belonging, ſituate and being in Nether Knutsford aforeſaid, hath been deviſed, ſettled, and aſſured unto, 
and to the Uſe of the Miniſter officiating at Nether Knutsford aforeſaid, and his Succeſſors for ever; and the 
ſaid James Robinſon is now in Poſſc:ſſion of the ſame, and divers Legacies, Donations, and Sums of Money, 
now amounting in the whole to the Sum of Three hundred Pounds, or thereabouts, have been given and 
directed to be placed out at Intereſt, and applied for the Uſe and Benefit of the Miniſter or Curate of Ne- 
ther Knutsford atoreſaid, and his Succeſſors for ever: And whereas the ſaid Parochial Chapel hath, for Time 
out of Mind, been repaired by or at the Expence of the Inhabitants and Land Owners. of and in the ſaid Cha- 
pelry, who have immemorially been exempt from the Repairs of, or Church Rates for, the Pariſh Church of 
Roſthern aforeſaid z and the Chancel of the lid Parochial Chapel hath, for Time immemorial, been repaired by 
the Owners of the ſaid appropriate Rectory, who have alſo at their own Expence provided Wine for the Ce- 
lebration of the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper in the ſaid Parochial Chapel at Eaſter yearly : And whereas

riſh Church of Roftbern aforeſaid, the ſaid James Robinſon, Miniſter or Curate, and John Chetham, Fobn Stel. 


lern, Samuel Fobnſon, and Edward Fellows, the preſent Chapelwardens of the ſaid Parochial Chapel of Nether 


Knutsford, the ſaid Thomas L2gh, Lord of the Manor of Over Knutsford aforeſaid, Samuel Egerton Eſquire, 
Lord of the ſeveral Manors of Nether Knutsford and Ollerton aforeſaid, Ralph Leycefter Eſquire, Lord of the

An Act to render the Laws more effectual for preventing the ſtealing and deſtroying of Sheep, and other 
Cattle. 


HERE AS divers evil- diſpoſed Perſons have of late more generally and frequently than was ever 
known before, made it their Practices ſecretly in the Night- time to drive away and ſteal great Num- 
bers of Sheep, and likewite ſecretly in the Night-time to kill great Numbers of Sheep, and to ſtrip off their 
Skins, and then ſtcal the Carcaſſes of the Sheep fo killed, leaving their Skins behind to prevent Diſcoveries; 
and 
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and alſo in like Manner to kill great Numbers of Sheep, and then cut open the Sheep ſo killed, and take 
out and ſteal their inward Fat, leaving their Carcaſſes behind to prevent being diſcovered ; by which wicked 
Practices many of His Myelty's good Subjects have been very greatly injured in their Properties, and put to 
very great Charges in having their Sheep and other Cattle watched : And whereas the Laws in Being have 
not proved cffectual to prevent the Increaſe of the ſaid wicked Practices; be it therefoꝛe enakted by 
the King's moſt Excellent agajeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lozds Spi⸗ 
ritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this pzeſent Parliament afembled, and by the

An Act for licenſing the Importation of Victual from Ireland, and other Parts beyond the Seas into Scotland, 
in time of Dearth and Scarcity. 


HEREAS by the Ninth Act paſſed in the Parliament of Scotland, holden by her late Majeſty Queen pramble. 

Arne, in the Year One thouland ſeven hundred and three, intituled, An Ad diſcharging Importation 
cf Iriſh /:2Zual, Beef, and Cattle, the Importation of Victual from Jreland or any other Places beyond the 
S-as into Scotland, and the buying, ſelling, and retailing the fame, were reſtrained and prohibited under {e- 
veral Penalties mentioned and contained in the ſaid Act, and in ſeveral former Acts of the Parliament of 
Scotlaud therein mentioned and referred to, and thereby ratified and approved, with this Proviſo, that when 
by Reton of Dearth the Prices of Victual ſhould exceed the following Rates; viz. Wheat Twelve Pounds 
the Bole, Brar, Barley, Malt, and Meal, Eight Pounds per Bole, and Oats and Pcas, Six Pounds the Bole, 
the Lords of her Majeſty's Privy Council ſhould have Power, after due Trial by them taken, to ſuſpend and 
diſcharge the Execution of the ſaid Prohibitory Acts for ſuch Space and Time as the Exigence of the ſaid Dearth 
ſhall require, and no longer: And whereas by the Sixth Article of the Treaty of Union it is ſtipulated, agreed, 
and provided, That the Prohibition as then in Force by the Law of Scotland againſt Importation of Victual from 
Ireland, or any other Place beyond Sea into Scotland, ſhould after the Union remain in the fame Force as it 
then was, until more proper and effectual Ways ſhould be provided by the Parliament of Great Britain for 
diſcouraging the Importation of the ſaid Victual from beyond the Sea : And whereas by an Act made and

An Act for incorporating the Undertakers of the Navigation of the River Dee. 


HEREAS by an Act of Parliament made in the Sixth Year of His Majeſty's Reign, intituled, er v * 
An Act to recover and preſerve the Navigation of the River Dee, in the County Palatine of Cheſter, re- & a. IIa. 30. 

citing, That the Sands, Soil, and Ground, commonly called The bite Sands, in the ſaid Act mentioned, 
were of great Breadth in ſome Places, and that the ſaid River not being navigable, was chiefly owing to the 
Breadth of the ſaid Sands, and to the ſhifting of the Chanel from one Side thereof to the other, as the 
Winds and Tides varied ; and alſo, that the faid White Sands were not, nor were likely to be, of any Be- 
nefit to any Perſon, unleſs the ſaid River was bounded in and made navigable by Sea Walls, Banks, and 
Fences, which would require a very great Expence, as well to erect as to maintain and repair from time to 
time; and that if the ſaid White Sands were recovered from the Sea by making Walls, Banks, and Fences, 
and the Chanel of the ſaid River Dee was confined to one certain Courſe, it would not only effectually make 
the ſaid River navigable, but veſting the ſaid White Sands in the Undertakers of the ſaid Navigation would 
be a conſiderable Encouragement to the Undertaking; and alſo reciting, That the making the ſaid River 
navigable would be a Means to advance the Trade of the ſaid City of Cheſter, and that great Benefit would 
accrue thereby to the Inhabitants thereof, and to the Towns and Countries adjacent to or near the ſaid River; 
and it would. alſo increaſe the Number of Seamen and Watermen, and promote the publick Good of this 
Kingdom; Nathaniel Kinderlcy in the ſaid Act named, his Heirs, and Aſſigns, and ſuch Perſons as he, his 
Heirs, and Aſſigns ſhould nominate and appoint under his or their Hand and Seal, ſhould be and were by 
the ſaid Act appointed Undertakers of the ſaid Navigation, and impowered at their own Coſts and Charges 
to make and keep the ſaid River Dee navigable from the Sea to a certain Point within the Liberty of the ſaid 
City of Cheſter, called Wilcox Point, in ſuch Manner that there ſhould be Sixteen Foot Water in every Part 
of the ſaid River at a moderate Spring Tide, for Ships and Veſſels to come and go to and from the ſaid City; 
and the faid Nathaniel Kinderley, his Heirs, Aſſigns, and Nominees, had further Powers granted them by the 
| faid Act as therein mentioned; and as a Recompence for the Expences which the ſaid Undertakers ſhould be 
at in making the ſaid River navigable, they were by the ſaid Act of the Sixth Year of His preſcnt Majeſty 
impowered, fo ſoon as the ſaid River was made navigable as in the ſaid Act was expreſſed, to take and re- 
ceive ſuch Duties and Tonnage as in the ſaid Act are mentioned; and certain Sands, Marſhes, _— 
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dertaking, or ſubſcribed thereto) it was agreed, That the ſaid Subſcribers

Graſs, in the ſaid Act mentioned, were thereupon veſted in the ſaid Undertakers to and for their proper Uſe, 
under the Proviſoes and Conditions in the ſaid Act mentioned; and they were by the ſaid Act directed to in- 
veſt Ten thouſand Po'inds in South Sea Annuities, or other Government Securities, in the Names of Thomas 
Revel, John Manley, and Benjamin Hoare, Eſquires; and Jobn Bland Banker, to remain as a Fund to anſwer 
ſuch Damages as ſhould ariſe to the Owners of Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, and Fiſherics in the ſaid 
Act mentioned, for the Space of Three Years from and after the ſaid Navigation ſhould be fully compleated, 
as in and by the ſaid Act of Parliament will more fully appear: And whereas the ſaid Nathaniel Kinderley 
did afterwards by an Inſtrument in Writing, dated the Ninth Day of July, One thouſand ſeven hundred and 
thirty three, duly executed by him under his Hand and Seal, declare, That his Name was made uſe of in the 
ſaid Act of Parliament, in Truſt for Thomas Watts, and Richard Manley, Eſquires; and ſuch other Perſons 
as they ſhould appoint, to be concerned in the ſaid Undertaking to make the ſaid River Dee navigable ac- 
cording to the Terms of the ſaid Act; and the ſaid Nathaniel Kindericy did afterwards duly nominate certain 
Perſons, being Forty in Number, to be the Underrakers of the faid Navigation : And by Indenture Quadru- 
partite made the Ninth Day of April, One thouſand ſeven hundred and thirty four, by and between the ſaid 
Nathaniel Kinderley, of the Firſt Part; the faid Thomas Watts and Richard Manley, of the S.cond Part; Fo- 
ſeph Davis and William Parſons of London, Gentlemen, of the Third Part; and Ninety other Subſcribers 
to the ſaid Indenture, or to the Schedule thereof, of the Fourth Part, and duly executed by all the ſaid 
Parties (Thirty ſix of which Subſcribers to the ſaid Indenture, or to the Schedule thereof, were Nomi- 
nees of the ſaid Nathaniel Kinderl:y, by him ſo nominated as aforeſaid to be Undertakers of the ſaid Na- 
vigation, the Four other Perſons nominated as Undertakers not having yu any Money to the faid Un- 

ould raiſe a joint Stock of Forty 
thouſand Pounds, in the Manner, and on the Truſts therein after mentioned; which Truſts were, amongſt 
other things, to lay out the Ten thouſand Pounds, to be depoſited as a Fund to anſwer the Damages before 
ſpecified ; and alſo to lay out ſuch Sums as ſhould be neceſſary to recover and preſerve the Navigation of the 
River Dee, in ſuch Manner as in the faid Act is mentioned; and the Reſidue (if any) of the ſaid Forty thou- 
ſand Pounds was to be in Truſt for the ſaid Subſcribers, in Proportion to the Sums by them reſpectively paid 
in; and it was by the ſaid Indenture farther agreed, That the Duties and Tonnage by the ſaid Act made pay- 
able to, and the Sands, Soil, Ground, Marſhes, and Salt Graſs thereby veſted in, the ſaid Nathaniel Minderley, 
his Heirs, Aſſigns, or Nominees, ſhould be and remain to and for the Uſe and Benefit of the ſaid Subſcribers 
to the ſaid Indenture, or to the Schedule thereto annexed, in Proportion to the Sums by them reſpectively 
paid, and to be paid, in purſuance of the ſaid Indenture; and it was by the ſaid Indenture agreed, That the 
ſaid joint Stock of Forty thouſand Pounds ſhould be divided into Four hundred Shares, each conſiſting of One 
hundred Pounds, and that each of the Subſcribers ſhould be intitled to ſo many of the ſaid Shares as he ſhould

Indenture mentioned, great Progreſs was thereby made in recovering the faid Navigation; but the ſame not 
being perfected, and it being neceſſary to raiſe further Monies for that Purpoſe, it was by Decd Poll, bearing 
Date the Seventeenth Day of Auguſt, One thouſand ſeven hundred and thirty ſix (and executed by much the 
greater Part both in Number and Value of the ſaid Subſcribers to the ſaid Indenture) agreed to advance Ten 
per Centum more on each of their reſpective Subſcriptions to the ſaid Indenture, for the Purpoſes in the ſaid 
Indenture expreſſed concerning the ſaid Forty thouſand Pounds; and afterwards there being a Neceſſity to raiſe 
turther Monies for the perfecting the ſaid Navigation, by another Deed Poll, bearing Date the Third Day of 
March, One thouſand ſeven hundred and thirty ſix, and executed likewiſe by much the greater Part in Num- 
ber and Value of the ſaid Sabſcribers to the ſaid Indenture, it was agreed by the ſaid Subſcribers to the ſaid 
Deed Poll, to advance Twenty Pounds per Centum more on their reſpective Subſcriptions to the ſaid Inden- 
ture, for perfecting the ſaid Navigation: And whereas the Subſcribers to the ſaid Indenture, and to the ſaid 
Decds Poll, and Undertakers of the ſaid Navigation, having raiſcd and paid in Forty ſeven thouſand eight 
hundred and thirty Pounds, the fame hath been laid out in making the faid Depoſit of the Ten thouſand 
Pounds by the ſaid Act directed, as a Fund to anſwer the Damages therein ſpecified 3 and in cutting and 
making a new Channel for the faid River Dee through the adjacent Marſhes, near Ten Miles in Length; 
and in making a Dam and Sluices croſs the ſaid old Channel of the ſaid River, and deepening and ſcour— 
ing thereof, and turning the faid River into the ſaid new Channel, and making other Works neceſſary 
tor the recovering and preſerving the Navigation of the ſaid River; and in Charges neceſſarily attending the 
fa] Undertaking : And whereas the joint Stock of the ſaid Undertaking, which was to conſiſt of Forty 
thouſand Pounds, having been laid out as aforeſaid, and proving inſufficient to anſwer the Purpoſes of the ſaid 
Proprictors, it was computed, that the Subſcribers paying in firſt Ten per Centum, and then Twenty per Cen- 
rin more on their reſpective original Subſcriptions to the ſaid Indenture, would raiſe Twelve thouſand Pounds 
more; which Twelve thouſand Pounds would be ſufficient to anſwer the ſaid Purpoles : But, by reaſon of 
ſeveral of the ſaid Subſcribers to the ſaid Indenture not having ſubſcribed the ſaid Deeds Poll for the Payment 
of the above mentioned Ten and Twenty per Centum on their original Subſcriptions to the ſaid Indenture,

Firſt, intituled, An Act for the recovering of ſmall Debts, and for the relieving of poor Debtors in Lon- 


don; it is (amongſt other things) enacted, That every Citizen and Freeman of the City of London, and 

every other Perſon and Perſons inhabiting, or that ſhall inhabit, within the ſaid City or the Liberties there- 

of, being a Tradeſman, Victualler, or a labouring Man, which then had or thereafter ſhould have any Debt 

or D-bts owing unto him or them, not amounting to Forty Shillings, by any Citizen, or by any other Per- 

ſon or Perſons, being a Victualler, Tradeſman, or labouring Man, inhabiting, or that ſhould inhabit within 

the ſaid City, or the Liberties thereof, ſhould or might cauſe fuch Debtor or Debtors to be warned or ſum-

CAP. XXIII. 


An Act for repairing the Road from Wakefield to Pontefract, and from thence to a Place called Neland in the 
Townſhip of Henſall, and from Pontefract to Hentbridge, in the Townſhip of Darrington, in the Weſt Rid- 
ing of the County of Tork. 


HERE As the Roads leading from the Town of Wateſeld to the Town of Pontefratt, and from Preamble- 

thence to a Place called Weeland, in the Townſhip of Henſall, by and through Kno7tingly and other 
Villages, and from Pontefract aforeſaid to Wentbridge in the Townſhip of Darrington, where the Road from 
Pontefraft meets the London Road leading from York to Doncaſter, all in the Welt Riding of the County of 
York, being great and publick Highways, are by Reaſon of many heavy Carriages and Loads frequently paſ- 
ſing through the ſame, become very ruinous and deep, and many Parts thereof dangerous to Faſſenger and 
Travellers, and ſome Parts thereof in the Winter Seaſon are ſo bad, that Carriages laden cannot paſs through 
the ſame: And whereas, for the better Improvement and Support of the Woollen Manufacture in the ſaid 
Riding, and the Encouragement of the Trade there in general, it is requiſite, that there ſhould be the moſt 
eaſy Conveyance of Goods and Merchandizes at all Times of the Year from Fakefeld aforeſaid, and other 
Weſtern Parts of the ſaid Riding, to Weeland aforeſaid, which joins to the River Ayre, and from which Place 
the ſaid River hath been, Time immemorial, navigable to the Rivers Ouſe and Humber, and from thence to 
York, Hull, and many other Parts of Great Britain : And whereas the Farmers and Inhabitants of the Weſtern 
Parts of the ſaid Riding, are chiefly ſupplied with Lime from the Townſhip of Knottingly atoreſaid, and carry 
thither great Quantities of Coal, which are ſent from thence on the ſaid navigable Rivers, to Dx, Hull, 
Malton, Burroughbridge, Lincoln, and divers other Places: And whereas, by Realon of the Badncſs of the 
faid Roads to and from Wieland from and to Wakefield, and the ſaid Weſtern Parts, the Improvement of 
Lands, and the Sale for Coal, are greatly hindered and diſcouraged : And whereas the ſaid Roads cannot, 
by the Laws now in Being for repairing the Highways of this Kingdom, be effectually repaired and amended, 
unleſs ſome other Proviſion be made for raiſing Money for that Purpoſe, Sc.

An Act for the effectual Draining and Preſervation of Waterbeach Level in the County of Cambridge, and 
to eſtabliſh an Agreement made between the Lord of the Manor of J/aterbeach cum Denny, and the Com- 


moners within the ſaid Manor, t 


HEREAS certain Fen Lands and Low Grounds, lying and being in the ſeveral Pariſhes of Mater- preanible. 

beach and Wicken, in the County of Cambridge, and in Stretham and Thetford, in the Iſle of Ely, and 
County aforeſaid, commonly called Waterbeach Level, containing in the whole Four thouſand five hundred 
Acres of Land, or thereabouts; Two thouſand five hundred Acres whereof, or thereabouts, are commonable 
Lands, and the reſt are Severals; the greateſt Part of which ſaid Lands are within the Manor of Waterbeach 
cum Denny, and the reſt are within the Pariſhes of Micten, Stretham, and Thetford aforeſaid, and are bounded 
as follows, videlicet, From the Brewhouſe in Waterbeach Midload Fen, near the Weſt Bank of the River 
Grant, to that Bank, and along the Weſt Side of that Bank to Harrymere Head, at the old River Owze, and 
from thence by the South Side of the South Bank of the faid River Owze, to Stretham Ferry, and from 
thence by the Eaſt Side of Sirerham Ferry Bank, to Chittering Hill, including the low Lands of Chi/tering Fen, 
as now ſtaked and meared out; and from Chittering Hill to Denny Farm Grounds, including all the low Lands 
thereto adjoining, belonging to Denny Farm aforeſaid ; and from thence, including all the reſt of the low

have entered into Articles of Agreement in Writing, for the ſettling and adjuſting their ſcveral and reſpective

Tenth Day of November, in the Fourteenth Year of the Reign of 
our Sovereign Lord George the Second, by the Grace of God, of Great 
Britain, France, and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, and ſo 
forth, and in the Year of our Lord One thouſand ſeven hundred and 
forty, between Peter Standley of Long Melford in the County of 
Suffolk, Eſquire, Lord of the Manor of Vaterbeach cum Denny in 
the County of Cambridge, of the one Part, and the Owners of the 
ſeveral and reſpective ancient commonable Meſſuages in Waterbeach 
aforeſaid, whoſe Names are hereunto ſubſcribed, of the other Part. 


I, HEREAS the ſeveral and reſpective Perſons whoſe Names are hereunto ſubſcribed, are Owners 


and Proprietors of the ſeveral and antient Commonable Meſſuages in Waterbeach aforeſaid, and 


have ſeverally a Right of Common in the ſeveral Commonable, Waſte, and Fen Grounds in Waterbeach, 
without Number or Stint; and for the better regulating and ſtinting the fame, have come to the following 
reement : 

II. It is hereby covenanted, concluded, and agreed between the ſaid Parties, that the faid Peter Standliy 
ſhall and will give up, and quit Claim, all Manner of Right of _ in any Number or Sort of Joyſt Cat- 
tle into any of the Commatale Waſtes and Fen Grounds in WVaterbeach aforeſaid; the Owners of the ſaid 
ſeveral Commonable Meſſuages in Waterbeach paying yearly, and every Year, between the Firſt and Tenth 
Days of Juh, yearly, to the faid Peter Standley, his Heirs and Aſſigns, at or in the capital Manſion-houſe, 
called Denny Abbey, in Waterbeach aforeſaid, the Sum of Two Shillings per Houſe or Common; and that in 
caſe of Failure in Payment, it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the faid Peter S/andley, his Heirs or Aſſigns, 
Steward or Agent, to drive and take any of the Cattle feeding and depaſtured in any of the faid Commons, 
of ſuch Perſon or Perſons as ſhall neglect or refuſe to pay the ſame (being demanded) and the fame to detain, 
keep, and impound by way of Diſtreſs for Five Days; and that if the faid Arrear be not in that Time duly 
id, then to {ell and diſpoſe thereof; and after Payment and Satisfaction of ſuch Arrears, together with the 

harge of maintaining the faid Cattle, to return the Overplus to the Owner thereof ; and if there be no Cattle 
upon the Common belonging to ſuch F nero gt Tenant, ſo neglecting or refuſing Payment, that then the 
reſt of the Commoners in Waterbeach a 
on or before the Twentieth Day of July yearly ; and in Default thereof, it ſhall be lawful for the ſaid Peter 
S. andley to take and diſtrain the Cattle of any other of the ſaid Commoners, having Cattle, and the fame in 
like Manner to detain and impound, and in Default of Payment within Five Days after ſuch Diſtreſs, the 
ſame to {ell and diſpoſe towards Satisfaction of ſuch Arrear, together with the Charge of maintaining the tame, 
returning the Overplus to the Owner, and ſo from time to time, as often as it ſhall happen. 

III. That the Fen called Foyt Fen ſhall be freed and cleared of all Manner of Cattle, from Candlemas-day to 
the Twenty fifth Day of March, yearly, Horſes excepted ; and that the Fen called Mzdlott, or Midload, thall 
be freed and cleared of all Manner of Cattle from Candlemas-day to the Firſt Day of May, yearly, 

IV. That for each and every Common, the Owner or Occupier ſhall and may feed Fifteen milched Cows or 
dry Neat Cattle, and Eight Sheep, or Ten Cows and Five Mares or Geldings, and no more, and to abate 
a Cow for every Colt, after it is One Year old ; and that Three Weanling Calves of the Firſt Year ſhall be 
deemed as One Cow ; and that Two yearling Neat Cattle, to be likewiſe deemed as One Cow ; and that for 
ry Four Commons there ſhall be kept by the Owners or Occupters thereof, One Bull, yearly, from the 

Firſt of May to the Tenth Day of October; and that for every Beaſt fed and depaſtured on the ſaid Com- 

mons contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of theſe Articles, there ſhall be forfeited and paid to the Lord 

of the ſaid Manor for the time being, the Sum of Ten Shillings for every time ſuch Offence ſhall be com- 
mitted, to be levied and recovered by Diſtreſs and Sale, as aforeſaid. | | 

V. And that for the better enforcing the due Obſervance of the ſaid Regulation and Stint, there ſhall be 
yearly choſen on the Thurſday next before Chriſtmas-day, in the faid Pariſh Church, Four Fenreeves, Com- 
moners and Dwellers in the ſaid Pariſh of WYaterbeach, by the major Part of the Owners and Occupiers of the 
ſaid Commons, then and there for that Purpoſe aſſembled, to continue in the ſaid Office for One Year then 
next enſuing, and no longer, who ſhall ſeverally, within One Week after ſuch Election, take upon themſelves 
the ſaid Office for One Year from the Day of ſuch Election, on Pain of ſeverally forfeiting Five Pounds 
apiece to the Lord of the ſaid Manor for the time being, and to be levied and recovered by Diſtreſs and Sale, 
as aforeſaid; and that in ſuch Election, every Occupier of a Common ſhall have a Vote for every Common 
he holds. 

VI. That the ſaid Fenreeves ſo to be elected and choſen yearly, ſhall and may, by and with the Conſent of 
the major Part of the Owners or Occupiers of the ſaid Commons in Waterbeach aforefaid, upon any Inunda- 
tion of Water and Floods, by Order or Orders in Writing, take off and diminiſh ſuch and ſo many Cattle 
of the Number above mentioned, as the Neceſſity of the Cafe in their Judgements may require, ſo as ſuch 
Order or Orders are made to extend equally to all Parties concerned ; and provided ſuch Order or Orders be 
publiſhed in the Pariſh Church of Waterbeach aforeſaid, the Sunday Morning next following the making there- 
of, immediately after Divine Service; and that the better to enforce a due Obſervation of ſuch Order or Or- 
ders ſo to be made as aforeſaid, there ſhall be forfeited and paid to the Lord of the ſaid Manor for the time 
being, Ten Shillings for every Beaſt, and for every time that they be taken offending contrary to ſuch Order or 
Orders, ſo to be made as aforeſaid ; and that it ſhall and may be lawful for the ſaid Fenreeves, or any or either 
of them, to take and impound the Cattle of ſuch Offender or Offenders, who ſhall preſume to put on and 
feed contrary to ſuch Order or Orders, and the fame to detain and keep for Five Days; and then if ſuch Pe- 
nalties and Forfeitures be not paid, to ſell and diſpoſe of ſuch Cattle towards Satisfaction of the ſaid Penalty, 
rendering the Overplus, firſt deducting the Charge of keeping the ſame.

it ſhall and may be lawful for the ſaid Fenreeves, or any One of them for the time being, by and with the Con- 
ſent of the major Part of the Commoners, Inhabitants of Faterbeach aforeſaid, who ſhall, upon Notice to 
be given to meet in the Pariſh Church of Faterbeach aforeſaid, for that Purpoſe be aſſembled, to make a 
Rate or Rates upon the Occupiers of the ſeveral Commonable Meſſuages or Tenements at Waterbeach afore- 
ſaid, which Rate or Rates ſhall from that Time be allowed and confirmed by One or more Juſtice or Ju- 
ſtices of the Peace for the ſaid County, and to be then levied on ſuch as ſhall neglect or refuſe the Payment 
thereof, by Diſtreſs and Sale as aforeſaid, and fo from time to time as Occaſion ſhall require. Provided, 
That if any think himſelf or themſelves aggrieved by ſuch Rate or Rates, Appeal may be made at the next 
General Quarter Seſſions of the Peace to be held for the ſaid County, where the fame ſhall be heard, and 
finally determined; and that the faid Fenreeves, or ſuch of them as ſhall receive any Money, either by Rate

X. That for clearing and taking away all future Doubts, it is hereby declared and agreed, That the chief 
capital Manſion-houſe of the ſaid Peter Standley, in Waterbeach aforeſaid, called Denny Abbey, is and ſhall from 
henceforth always be deemed to be a Commonable Houſe in Waterbeach aforeſaid.

An Act for making a Chapel lately built by John Coppin Eſquire, at Market Street, in the Pariſh of 
Cadington, in the County of Hertford, a perpetual Cure and Benefice; and for other Purpoſes therein men- 


tioned. 


THERE AS Thomas Coppin, heretofore of the Pariſh of Cadington in the County of Hertford Eſquire, 
deceaſed, by his laſt Will and Teſtament bearing Date the Eighth Day of December, One thouſand 
ſix hundred and ſixty two, gave and deviſed to his Son John Coppin Eſquire, Four hundred Pounds, 
in Truſt, that the ſame ſhould be disburſed or beſtowed upon the Purchaſe of an Houſe in Market Street, 
in the Counties of Hertford and Bedford, convenient for a School-houſe; and of ſo much Land of the moſt 
yearly Value as could be purchaſed therewith, towards the Repairs of the faid School, and the Maintenance 
of a Schoolmaſter, who ſhould be from time to time appointed by the ſaid John Coppin, his Heirs, and 
Aſſigns, for inſtructing the Youth of the Town of Market Street aforeſaid in all good Learning and 
Manners, in the Engliſb and Latin Tongues ; and directed that the ſame Houſe and Lands fo purchaſed 
ſhould immediately after the purchaſing thereof be conveyed, ſettled, and aſſured unto and upon ſuch 
Eight Perſons Inhabitants of and Dwellers in the ſaid Town, and the Survivors of them and their Heirs, as

the ſaid Will, and of the Truſt and Confidence in him repoſed, did grant and convey, All that Meſſuage or 
Tenement ſituate in Market Street, aforeſaid, in the Pariſh of S/udham, in the ſaid County of Bedford,

Chapel ; and that the Inhabitants of the ſaid Town, being very numerous, and many of them very old, 
were unable (eſpecially in Winter) to travel to their reſpective Pariſh Churches; and reciting, That the

And it is provided and declared, That if the 
ſaid Jobn Coppin the elder ſhould at any Time thereafter make, or procure to be made, any further En- 
dowment for the ſaid Chapel, of any Lands, Tenements, Rents, or Hereditaments, to the Amount of or 
worth Six hundred Pounds, or upwards, computing the ſaid Rent after the Rate of Twenty four Years 
Purchaſe ; then, and from the Time of ſuch further Endowment, the ſaid Miniſter ſhould perform ſuch 
further or additional Offices and Duties in the ſaid Chapel, as are therein mentioned. 1 is further 


declared, That the ſaid Fohn Coppin the elder, and John Coppin the younger, and the Heirs of their Bodies, 


their and each of their Heirs and Aſſigns (Owners for the time being of the ſaid Capital Meſſuage called 
Martes Cell) ſhould at all Times thereafter enjoy one Pew on each Side of the Communion Table, within 
the ſaid Chapel, and alſo Two Pews or Seats, ſuch as they ſhould think convenient for their Servants, in ſome 
other Parts of the faid Chapel; and that the Miniſter of the faid Chapel for the time being, and his Family, 
ſhould have a Pew or Seat in the ſaid Chapel, for his and their Uſe; and that the reſt of the ſaid Pews and 
S-ars ſhould be uſed and enjoyed by the Inhabitants of the ſaid Town of Market Street; and that if any Diſ- 
putes or Differences ſhould ariſe between the faid Inhabitants, touching the ſaid Seats, or Pews, or Places to 
fir in the ſaid Chapel; ſuch Differences or Diſputes, during the Life-time of the ſaid John Coppin the elder, 
ſhould be finally determined by him, and after his Death by the ſaid Truſtees for the time being, or the ma- 
jor Part of them.

and Aſſigns (Owners of the Capital Meſſuage called Market Cell) and by the old Truſtees then remaining; 
which faid new Truſtees, ſo to be elected, ſhould have the like Powers and Authorities as the faid Tru- 
ſtees in whoſe Places they ſhould ſucceed, are thereby ſeverally inveſted with. And it is further declared, 
That the eldeſt Son of the faid John Coppin the elder, and the Heirs Male of his Body, and in Default of 
ſuch Iſſue, the next Heir Male for the time being of the Body of the faid John Coppin the elder, ſhould, 
after the Deceaſe of the ſaid Fohn Coppin the elder, be from time to time one of the Truſtees for the Ma- 
nagement of the faid Truſt.

and twenty, all and every the Undertakings and Attempts therein before deſcribed, and all other publick 
Undertakings and Attempts tending to the common Grievance, Prejudice, and Inconvenience of His Ma- 
Jeſty's Subjects, or great Numbers of them, in their Trade, Commerce, or other lawful Affairs, and all pub-
